I appreciate your taking the time to write to me regarding your concern 
for the environmentally sensitive, the problems they face, and how best to 
protect their rights in societies which refuse to recognize this as a genuine 
disability. 


Enclosed you will find information materials providing background on 
the United Nations' involvement, both in protecting the rights of disabled 
persons as well as the environment. I realize this may not specifically 
address some of the points raised in your letter; I would therefore refer you 
to the New York offices of the World Health Organization and the United 
Nations Environment Programme for more detailed information on what these 
bodies are doing to deal with this increasingly important concern.
